mary) began firſt as Proctor for his Or- 
der to preach againli the injury done to his 
fraternity , againft the eovetouſneſs and 
abuſes of the ColleRors, and againſt their 
Authority which did nominate them, &c, 
And finding (as Novelty is ever at firſt 
weltenterrained by the multitude) Popnlo
